The Engagement at PUillppi. 


Corrospondence of the Wheeling Intelligencer. 


G-KAFTOK, June 3. 


Yesterday morning at ten o'clock four 


regiments left here in two drusions—one 
consisting of tHe 1st Virginia regiment, part 
of the Ohio 16th, and the Indiana'7th, un- 
der the command of Col. Kelley; the other 
the Indiana 9th and Ohio 14-th, command- 
ed.by Col. Lander, of Indian fighting, Col. 
Keliey's division moved past .by railroad to 
Thornton, a small way station five miles 
distant from here. Thence they marched 
to Phihppi, i distance of twentj two miles 
The Indiana regiment moved out the N 
W. Virginia Railroad to Webster, where 
they were joined by the Ohio 14tb, from 
which place they pushed forward on foot to 
Philifipi, twelve miles distant. 


The march of t>^ two dmsions was pei 


formed last night through darkness, rain 
and mud. ill was a terrible undertaking, 
but they all went bravely through it, un- 
shrinkingly and without complaint. All 
night they toiled on through the darkness 
and storm, the soft earth yielding beneath 
their feet, till the gray dawn found them in 
the neighborhood ofthe enemy. 


Col. Lander reports -that as they neared 


Philippi they were discovered by a woman, 
who lired at him twice, and who sent her 
little boy across the hills (as he afterwards 
found) to apprise the enemy.of their ap- 
proach. 
He arrived on the hill accross the 


river from and below Philippi, command 
ing the town and encampment (just below 
the town) a little before daylight thismorn- 
ing. 
They at once planted two pieces of 


artillery on the brow ofthe hill just above 
the camp, and prepared to open on them 
when the time arrived. Four o'clock was 
to be made simultaneously by both divis- 
ions. 


Col. Kelly was to attack them in the rem- 


and cut off their retreat, while Col. Lander 
would assault them in front. ButCol.Kel- 
ley's division was behind the appointed 
hour, owing to the terrible fatigue of'their 
forced march of twenty-two miles ; and, in 
addition to this, they missed, their point, 
and insetad of coming in on the Beverly 
road, above Philippi, and effectually cutting 
off all re'treat, they came in, -when they did 
come, just below the town, 


When the day began to dawn upon the 


impatient forces of Col. Lander, it discov- 
ered to them the camp below in a state of 
commotion, evidently in great, alarm and 
preparing for flight. 
The hour appointed 


for the attaek. eamo and passed, but still 
Col. Keliey's division had not arrived. lin- 
patient to begin the attack, and fearful that 
the rascals, almost, within his grasp, should 
escape without smelling powder, Col. Lan- 
der ordered the artillery to begin the attack, 
and at a quarter past four the guns were 
unlimbered and dropped the first messen- 
gers of terror into the rebel camp, less than 
a quarter of a mile.away. Simultaneously 
with the roar ofthe first gun, Col.Kelleyat 
the head of his command, came in sight 
across the river below the camp, and com- 
prehending the position of affairs, they rush- 
ed forward at once in the direction of the 
camp. 


Meanwhile, the battery, having, after the 


first shot or two, got an accurate range, 
played upon the camp with marked effect, 
:earing through tents and houses at a fear- 
ful rate. This the chivalry couldn't stand, 
and they scattered like rats from a burning 
barn. They had no time to retreat iu or- 
der. 
They didn't even retreat at all—they 


ran, fled most iugloriously—ran like sheep 
in every direction that promised safety, af- 
ter firing at random and scattering volleys 
which did no damage whatever. Col. Kel- 
iey's command was close after, tine Virginia 
troops iu advance, the Heury Clay Guard 
in front, and Col. Keliey aud Capt. Fordyce 
leading. At the same time Col,' Lander's 
force came rushing down the hill to the 
bridge, and they all put out after the fugi- 
tives, yelling like Indians. 


But the legs of the fugitive chivalry 


served them too well, and they could not be 
overtaken by our already exhausted men, 
who, after chasing them a couple of miles, 
returned to the evacuated camp, to learu 
the painful fact that their victory, though 
complete, was dearly, too dearly bought. 
Col. Keliey, who, with a bravery amounting 
to rashness, was foremost from first to last, 
was rallying his men in the upper part of 
:he town, the enemy having apparently all 
led, when he fell by a shot from a foe con- 
cealed bfhind a fence or in a house j some 
say the assailant fired from behind a wag- 
on, olhers that Col. Keliey was pressing 
aim hard with a view of capturing him, 
when he wheeled and fired. This ia not 
substantiated. At any rate, the shot was 
fired after the engagement was over, aud 
was just such a piece of assassination.as 
that by,which fell the loved and lamented 
Ellsworth. The assassin was aa assistant 
quarter master in the confederate force". 
His name is Simms,. and he bails from 
Chesterfield, across the river from Rich- 
mond. .He was immediately seized, and it 
is a great wonder they did not make mince 
meat of him iustanter. .The pistol with 
which he shot Kellev is- an old-fashioned, 
old Virginia horse-pistol, carrying a verv 
arge bail and inflicting a most dangerous 
wound. The ball entered the left breast, 
and passing clear through lodged beneath 
the skin, just, underneath the- shoulder; 
blade. It has ...been extracted, and every 
attention of.the highest .medical and surgi- 
cal skill is lavished upon th& wounded offi- 
cer. 
If human skill can save him he will 


be saved, but if he is beyond the reach of 
human aid he will die, as he said to-duy to 
a friend who.bent over his couch, in a, just 
and glorious cause. "I expect Ishall die," 
said the colonel; "I would.be glad to 
live if it might be( that I might do some- 
thing for my- country,, but if. cannot.-be,-1 
shall have,; at-; least, the consolation, ol 
inowing that I fall in a just .cause.!'

,he loss of the.enemy, as they.carried away 
:n their flight whatever killed:and wounded 
;hey may have had. They will .bury them 
secretly, I suppose, as they did on Sullivan's 
Island.

A leg, 


which had been torn off by a cannon ball, 
was picked up :in the eainp. There was a 
good deal of blood- upon the ground, and 
all along the.road in the direction.of .the 
Sight, ou the fences, and on everything m 
Lhe way of the indiscriminate'retreat. Hats, 
blankets, cloaks, and eiery imaginable de 
scnphon of luggige, were scattered along 
the ro id for more than a mile

Popular feeling In England. 


In what we have sai*! in regard to the 


position of the'government of England on 
our national troubles, we have expressly 
-excepted the mass of the people of that 
country from the charge of hostility to us. 
Away from the seaport and manufacturing 
towns there appears to be a hearty sympa- 
thy with the north. We have not a donbt 
that the majority of the English people de- 
sire our success in putting down the ground- 
less and inexcusable rebellion which now 
exists at the south. They have a quick 
eye for justice, and see what is right or 
wrong with intuitive perception. Their na- 
tional, characteristic is that law and order 
shall be sustained, and they deprecate rebel- 
lions upon general principles. 


But the Euglish people are cursed with 


a ruling class, which is as selfish and over- 
bearing as the same class in the southern 
states of this country. The people do not 
govern in England, but permit a hereditary 
nobility to rule for them. Hence their sym- 
pathies are repressed and thwarted. This 
is done by cunning and intrigue on the part 
of the nobility, who are educated to their 
trade. 


Many of the people are now deluded with 


the speeions neutrality of the queen's proc- 
lamation. 
They think it is fair to be neu- 


tral in this quarrel of ours, and it is ; but 
this neutral manifesto of the queen's gov- 
ernment contains within it an acknowledge- 
ment of the nationality of the southern con- 
federacy, which no other government of the 
world has seen fit to make. The English 
government stands alone in this, and we 
have rightly concluded that they are hostile 
to us, and mean to continue to be if they 
dare. They do not like our repablican gov- 
ernment, they desire to monopolize com- 
merce and manufactures, and America is in 
their way. 
This is the cause of their enmi- 


ty to us, who should be the natural allies of 
the English people. This, however, never 
can be the case until they cast off this de- 
testable aristocracy whom they serve. 


The Doom of the Traitor*. 


Gen. Scott has set his machinery in mo- 


tion, which he has so long been putting to- 
gether in the vicinity of Washington. The 
grand army has commenced its movement 
in three columns upon Harper's Ferry: — 
from Washington, Chambersburg and Graf- 
ton. 
The rebels will be captured or they 


will retreat and endeavor to form a junc- 
tion with the main body of the confederate 
troops. Should they do this, probably a 
small portion of Gen. Patterson's column 
will occupy Harper's Ferry, while the main 
body will cross the Potomac and unite with 
the Washington column of the federal 
troops at Leesburg. 
From thence they 


will probably be able to head off Gen. 
Johnston in his retreat from Harper's Fer- 
ry. 
While this is going on, Gen. McDow- 


ell will occupy the attention of the rebels 
at Mauassas Juuclion, so that they cannot 
reinforce the retreating forces under John- 
ston, who must fall a prey to the federal 
troops. 
We may also expect, at the aame 


time to hear of the advance of Gen. Butler 
upon Richmond. Thus the traitors will be 
hemmed in on all sides, uncertain where 
the crashing blow will fall. Their doom is 
certain, and that speedily. 


A NEW YORK CAPTAIN COURT MARTIAL-

The boys went off in 
tip-top spirits, .occasioned by the nearer 
prospect of a brush with the fellows whom 
they came to fight. .'They will give a good 
account of themselves.

The 1st Pennsylvania, 1st New Hamp- 


shire, and 5th New York regiments broke 
up their camp early this morning and 
marched overland in the direction of Rock- 
ville, Maryland, preceded by a battery of 
regular artillery. It is understood that the 
destination of the entire column is Point of 
Rocks, twelve miles this side of Harper's 
Ferry, where it will, it ia supposed, cross 
the Potomac and pass over to the '" sacred 
soil" of Virginia, to aid in cutting off the 
retreat of the rebels at the Ferry. 


A strong force of district militia, and a 


company of cavalry also marched this morn- 
ing towards Leesburgh or Edward's. Ferry, 
the latter on the Potomac, thirty miles 
above Georgetown, and half way to Har- 
per's Ferry. Edward's Ferry is the only 
place of crossing between Georgetown and 
Point of Rocks. 
There it and the Rock- 


ville column will not. only prevent the 
threatened invasion of Maryland from Lees- 
burgh, but will be powerful auxiliary forces 
when an attack upon the rebel position at 
Harper's Ferry is made. They have four 
pieces of artillery. 
. 


The departure of so many troops has 


caused a great stir in military circles, and 
among the visitors to the city some of the 
most absurd rumors are afloat as to their 
intentions. They took with them rntions 
for twelve days, and I may declare with eer- 
tainty that your readers may look for stir- 
ring events before the week is out. 


All is quiet on the Virginia side of the 


Potomac to-day. If any important changes 
have occurred in the position of our troops, 
they are concealed from the public. 


Gov. Banks left for Baltimore at noon to- 


day, where he wille-ssnme command. Mat- 
ters in that city ha\e not a flattering look. 
It is said that an extensive conspiracy, to 
end in a bloody outbreak, is on foot.

Franco and tbe United States. 


MR. DAYTON'S FIRST INTERVIEW WITH THE 


EMPEROR. 


[Cor. N. Y. Journal of Commerce.] 


PARIS, May 24, ]861, 


Mr. Dayton had his audience of recep- 


tion at the Tuilleriea, on Sunday last, at 2 
o'clock. It is needless to say that his wel- 
come was as cordial as that of American 
ministers has been in this country. After 
the usual official formalities incident to such 
occasions, and the interchange of the cere- 
monial and courtly language which is al- 
ways arranged 
beforehand, the Emperor 


immediately drew. Mr. Dayton aside, and, 
addressing him as any gentleman might 
another, asked with much interest: "Well, 
what news from the United States ?" ,. 


A private conversation of nearly half an 


hour ensued, the precise language of which 
I neither pretend to be acquainted with, nor 
as it could come only from one source, 
wonld it be right to make it public if I were. 
Suffice it to say, therefore, that the senti- 
ments expressed by Mr. JJayton could not 
greatly differ from those which are just now 
being read .with so much interest in Paris 
in the published dispatch of W. H.. Seward 
and in the letter of C. M. Clay to the Lon- 
don Times; and that the new American- 
minister retired from his first interview with 
Louis Napoleon as entirely satisfied as the 
delicate nature .of existing circumstances 
would admit. His Excellency then pro- 
ceeded to pay his respects to the Empress 
Eugene, who, like her imperial husband, 
speaks English with fluency—a qualifica- 
tion which is, I am sorry to say, too often 
a matter of serious importance to an Amer- 
ican diplomatist. 


The sentiments of the French govern- 


ment on the state of affairs in the Union 
have been in part made known to you offi- 
cially by the last despatch of C. S. Faulk- 
ner. I have reason to believe, however, 
that M. Thouvenal is in the habit of ex- 
pressing himself more warmly in favor ol 
the preservation of the American Union 
than he is there represented as doing. 
In 


a political and niaratiine point of view the 
French government feels that it has the 
deepest interest in the preservation arid 
prosperity of .the United States, and this 
consideration, I may venture to assure you, 
outweighs all others. 


Respecting the tariff, there is naturally 


some soreness felt by a government which 
has just embarked so zealously in the free 
trade principles. But then, as respects the 
south, most irritation has been created,.as 
you will have learned by my extracts from 
the Moniteur, by the adoption of the systurn 
of privateering. 
The Emperor himself 


thinks warmly on this latter subject, and it 
might have been expected that he wonld 
touch upon it in his interview with Mr. 
Dayton ; but I am informed he did not do 
so. 


OUR NATIONAL TROUBLES IN GERMANY. 


—The Chicago Journal has beon permitted 
to publish the following extract from a let- 
ter just received from an American hidy 
now sojourning in Germany, and as it re- 
lates to our present political difficulties, it 
will interest the public, we think, to know 
what Germans at home think of the pres- 
ent position of the north : 


HAMBURG, May 20, 1861. 


We had heard of .the war in our country 


jnst before the receipt of your letter lind 
papers of April 25th, and is there such An- 
other country as ours ? How glorious it is 
—how cheering to a true republican, to see 
that one and all, as one man, are willing to 
offer up their lives and property for .the 
cause of freedom ! Indeed, I shed tears.o: 
joy over the noble conduct of my beloved 
countrymen, in this time of trouble anc 
danger, each man feeling that it is his jpmi- 
ilege, as well as duty, to work for his.coun- 
try, and to show that the spirit of liberty 
still lives; that they not only enjoy their 
freedom in time of peace, but are willing to 
defend it whert endangered by traitors. , It 
can no.longer be said that there are no such 
men now as there, were in Washington's 
time,-when clerks are leaving their counters 
and boys their mothers'sides, to take the 
foremost rank in the battle. 
The north in- 


tends that the flag of the Union shrill wave 
not only long, but forever. 
She means to 


keep the bright stars herself, aud give the 
south the stripes, lleally there is something 
splendid in-lhe position of the north at pres- 
ent. Her light shines brighter than ever. 
She seems to me a magnificent Aurora 
Borealis, lighting up the world. Do you 
remember the.beautiful northern lights we 
had on last 4th of July, the night before I 
left home, doesn't-it seem significant of the 
present?

interest all classes of-people here take in 
our affairs. 
In everypublic place, and in 


all social gathering, the first topic of eon 
versation is America—North aud South. 
All sympathise with the right—(with the 
north, of course)—for here they have no 
particular financial interests to prevent their 
giving us their hearty, sympathy, and they 
look upon the great underlying evil of sla 
very with abhorreuce; May it not _be that 
in the mysterious ways of Providence,'this 
movement may result in breaking the black 
man's ch«ins, thus rebuking those traitors, 
whom Europe looks upon with contempt? 


Snch are the hopes, and feelings con- 


a j.ntly expressed by tbe Germans. 
They 


say, we have no longer any doubt of the 
stability of the repnblic, when we see such 
unanimity; such heroism in the north, and 
the north, they say, is a great nation by it- 
self. ' ..
